. The Court of Appeals on Nov. 
28 affirmed the verdict of guilty 
on the charge of bribery of which 
B. M. -Andersen, former city mar­ 
shal of Torrance, and A. P. More- 
wood, Hermosa Beach attorney, 
were convicted in Superior Court.

The decision of the higher 
tribunal reversed the verdict of 
guilty on charges of extortion, 
holding that evidence at the trial 
was insufficient to warrant the 
verdict.

Anderson and Morewood were 
sentenced to serve from two to ten 
years. It was stated at the dis­ 
trict attorney's office yesterday 
that the decision of the Court of 
Appeals will not necessitate a 
change in the sentences, as the 
terms ran concurrently.

Both Anderson and Morewood 
are out on bail. The decision of 
the Court of Appeals does not be­ 
come effective until 60 days after 
its pronouncement on or about' 
Jan. 28, 19S6.

Anderson and Morewood now 
have three choices. They may ask 
for a rehearing of the case before 
the Court of Appeals. They may 
carry the case to the Supreme 
Court on a writ of error, or they 
may abandon their fight for liberty 
and start serving their sentences.

How the Tax Reductions Will Affect You   The Com­ 

ing Congress and Cloture for the Senate; 
Mussolini's Folly   Politics in Texas '

   - By W. HAROLD K1JSJGSLEY
T EADERS in Congress predict that the tax reduction bill, 

agreed upon In committee, will be enacted by both the 
House and the Senate by March. 

The reduction proposed by the bill amounts to $336,236,000, 
which is a lot of money any way you look at It. The individual 
taxpayer, however, is Interested more in figures that affect him 
personally. go it Is fitting that we enumerate some of the 
proposed reductions here. 

The bill would relieve one million persons from the payment 
of any federal taxes. 

* * *  * 
fJERE are some of the provisions, subject, of course, to amend- 

A ment: 
Exemptions of $1500 Instead of $1000 for single persons. 
Exemptions of $3500 Instead of $2600 for married.. .persons.
Reduction of the normal income tax rates from 2 to 1 percent 

on the first $4000 of taxable income, from 4 to 3 percent on the 
next $4000, and from 6 to 5 percent on the remainder. 

Reduction of the surtax rates, beginning with incomes of 
$10,000, so that the graduated scale would have a maximum of 
20 percent applying to the amount of income in excess of $100,000. 
The present maximum is 40 percent applying on $500,000 and over. 

Increase of the amount of income on which the 25 percent 
credit for "earned Income" Is allowed, from $10,000 to $20,000. 

Repeal of the gift tax, involving $2,000,000 revenue annually. 
Reduction of the inheritance rates from a maximum of 40 

percent to 20 percent, and nullification of the increased rates 
carried in the 1924 act, restoring the Igwer 1921 rates pending 
enactment on the new bill. 

The reductions will be made on this year's taxes, payable 
In 1926.- 

* * * * 
/" ONGRESS convenes Dec. 7, to be confronted by an array of 

problems unusually difficult of solution. 
The program ahead of the federal legislators drives home 

the fact that the business of developing this, continent has only 
Just begun. 

Among the big bills which will come up for consideration 
are the proposed compulsory railway consolidation bill; the great 
waterways bills contemplating the linking up of the Great Lakes 
with the Mississippi River and the Lakes with the St. Lawrence: 
a bill providing for the development of water power projects 
such as the Colorado River plan; another containing the national 
transcoptlnental highway program; and another for the regu­ 
lation of motorbus and truck traffic. 

* * * # 
T'HESE are only a few of the Important measures Congress 

may consider. Myriads of other bills, some important, some 
mere bunk, will be presented, pigeon-holed, defeated or passed. 

With this gigantic program staring Congress In the face, 
Vice-Presldent Dawes once more sounds the demand that the 
Senate reform its rules so that a majority of the members can 
limit debate. The country is with Dawes in this attempted 
reform. Under the present rules one man can talk a bill to 
death. And while it seems to be the prerogative of a senator 
or congressman to talk, the people do not want that right used 
to the detriment of the country. 

The work ahead of Congress   the work of developing our 
great portion of this great continent   is greater than the right 
of any senator to impede progress by the use of gas.

"DENITO MOSSOLINIj premier of Italy, has thrown the gauntlet 

of his opposition to Freemasonry. Under his guidance a bill 
for the abolition of secret societies in Italy passed the Italian 
Senate last week by a vote of 208 to 6, with 21 not voting. 

The benefits, even to the Fascist!, of this measure are open 
to strong doubt. Italian Masons have been, generally speaking, 
political opponents of Mussolini. With his anti-secret society 
measure, the premier has sought to crush his opposition with 

Ione stroke. But in the light of history, it seems that Benito 
has erred. 

Governments never do well by arbitrarily snuffing out enemy 
minorities. When the hand of government is thus unjust, 
snuffed-out minorities sometimes become overwhelming majorities. 
Many who are not Masons, many who are Fascist!, will regard 
the bill as an abrogation of individual rights. That will not 
help Mussolini In the long run. The temporary setback suffered 
by the Masons- of Itary may eventually become Mussolini's per­ 
manent undoing. Even such a strong man as Mussolini cannot 
forever smother the fires of Justice that burn in the breasts

The greatest leaders of all time are those that were guided 
In all tilings by charity and Justice. These leaders live eternally. 

The cruelties of Napoleon and Caesar contributed to their 
downfall. Mussolini is no stronger than these.

HHHE UNITED STATES should enter under the jurisdiction of 

the World Court. What doubts may have existed a few 
months ago as to the advisability of this step seem to have been 
d spelled by the treaties of Locarno, indicating as they do the 
desire of European nations to get down to the business of living 
at pence, and by the n -ady manner in which the four big powers 
forced Greece and Bulgaria to stop fighting. 

Our world trade is increasing dally by leaps and bounds. 
Economically we are as much a part of the rest of the world as 
every state Is a part of our union. To enter the World Court 
would be only to recognize an Institution for the regulation of 
d fferences among nations, Just as individuals in every civilized 
country look to their own courts for decisions oh controversial 
questions between individuals.

southwestern political whirlpool such as Texas only can 
set in motion.

Residents o£ the district between 
Torrance and Rcdondo Beach will 
vote next Tuesday on a proposal to 
consolidate with- the city of Tor­ 
rance. 

The polling place   Rogers' Gar­ 
age at 1859 Rndondo Boulevard will 
be open from 6 a. m. to 7 p. m. 

The election was called by the 
Hoard of Trustees of Torrance in 
accordance with a petition signed 
by more than i5 percent of the 
registered voters in the district af­ 
fected. 

Since the date of the filing of 
the petition scores of citizens in 
the^rca have registered. A warm 
campaign has been conducted In 
the territory affected by opponent!) 
at the aniuxntlon proceedings. The 
source of much of the opposition 
comes, proponents of the move be­ 
lieve, from LOB Angeles, whence 
paid agitators are frequently em­ 
ployed to safeguard the city of L.OB 
Angeles against opposition to Its 
well-known and wholesale annex­ 
ation piogram. 

Predictions Differ 
Predictions ns to Hie outcome of 

the election Tuesday differ. Tb« 
most active opponents of the pro­ 
ceedings predict an overwhelming 
defeat for the proposition. Others 
assert that the vote will show a 
majority in favor of consolidating, 
with Torrance. 

The citizens of the district who 
favor joining Torrance believe that 
if they do not make such a mov6 
hey will be "gobbled up" sooner or 
ater by the city of Los Angeles. 

They see that by joining Torrance 
and thus extending the present 
Torrance limits to the present east­ 
ern boundary of Redondo Beach, 
Los Angeles will be permanently 
prevented from incursions between
